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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The examiner disagrees with the applicant 
because the applicant is arguing language that is not in the claim. The applicant is also reading further limitations into the claim from the 
specification. One example of this is with claim 1, the claim states "the over layer being substantially impermeable" which is interpreted 
by the examiner as the over layer being impermeable to a certain extend, but not totally inhibiting the movement of molecules through the 
over layer, which is how the applicant is interpreting the claim. The term "substantially" broadens the claim and therefore gives the scope 
of the claim the ability to find an over layer that allows a certain amount of drug to pass through the over layer. All the remarks of the 
applicant are drawn to the over layer inhibiting the movement of drugs through this over layer, except the claim does not state that 
specific limitation . 
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
